Accordingly, 
I respectfully but firmly refuse to 
yield the office to you. whom I con­ 
sider a pretender."

LIVING PEOPLE 
I am not a great, reader of novels, 
but I do like those that tell about 
living people. I am selective of such 
novels. Tolstoi wTote of such peo­ 
ple. Recently I have been reading 
the 
delightful 
novels of 
Rumor 
Oodden. She writes with a subtle 
charm You say: "I know that man. 
that woman, that girl." 
And in poetry. I am also selective, 
knowing little about the technique 
of poetry writing, but when it creates 
feeling in me, and I see people In 
it. I am fascinated by it Robert 
Frost’s poetry is an example. Ixmls 
Untermeyer says of Frost that "other 
poets have written about people. 
But Robert Frost's poems are the 
people." And so lie is acclaimed, far 
and w ide. as our greatest living poet, 
and Justly so. 
We like to associate with people 
who are abreast with life, who live, 
who think, and see, and who express 
In all that they do, the reality of 
life. Living people. Not merely those 
who float with the stream, but who 
are the stream. 
The characters lr. Charles Dickens’ 
novels are the same people today, as 
when he wrote about them. Too 
much of our modern, so-called real­ 
ism, is nothing more nor less than 
scum writing—to catch the "first 
seller” list. or to gain the eye of 
Hollywood. Too many of them are 
wTitten about dying people. Can 
anyone of us ever forget the tragic, 
though Intensely human love story, 
of Jane Evre and Rochester? Living 
people, surely. 
Kenneth Grahame wrote his beau­ 
tiful book "The Wind and the Wil- 
lows” about animals, but they were 
really human beings, as exampled 
through animals. They were origi­ 
nally told, and written, for his young 
son, that he might learn about 
living people. Huck Finn and Tom 
Sawyer are living characters today. 
So is David Copperfieid. 
It was of us “the living.” th at 
Abraham Lincoln spoke at Gettys­ 
burg, as the ones to carry on tile 
work of the world, and to see that 
those dead should not have died 
In vain, we to so dedicate our lives 
that their sacrifice should prove an 
undying inspiration.

Dr. Oyler Says Top Quality Things Of The Soil 


Apples Will Benefit Crower 


And Processor In Talk Today 
B etter quality apples will m ean 
m ore profit for both RTO we r and pro­ 
te sto r and "It is only a m a tte r of 
tim e u ntil the federal standard* for 
raw fru it Will tx- set to exclude over- 
ripe and wormy 
apples from all 
grades of fruit offered to the pro­ 
cessors.** 
Those were two points featured 
in an address this m orning before 
Uh* S tate H orticulture Association 
m eeting a t the F arm Show in H a r­ 
risburg by Dr Jam es R Oyler. d i­ 
rector of research for th e N ational 
F ru it Product com pany 
a t Peach 
G len and son of an Adam s county 
fru it grower, 
S peaking on Tile Proceaor s P oint 
of View", Hie local scientist was 
able to bring first hand knowledge 
of both the 
processors and 
the 
growers point of view to th e discus­ 
sion. 
Third Of Crop To Processor 
"T he 
im portance 
th a t m ust be 
attac h ed to the buying of th e fru it 
by th e processor can be established 
Ijy pointing out th a t approxim ately 
o n e-th ird of a norm al apple crop 
Is processed by com m ercial canning 
plants," Doctor 
Oyler said. "and 
since sixty per cent of the processed 
apple products packed hi the U nited 
S tate s is put up In the A ppalachian 
area w hich Includes Adams county 
we begin to realize how 
vital It 
is th a t the grower and processor 
alike, particularly In our area, e n ­ 
joy an understanding th a t will be 
m utually beneficial 
"T he interest exhibited 
by the 
two Industries—the growing and tile 
processing—is truly encouraging and 
th e appreciation shown 
for each 
o th e r’s problem s Indicates th a t the 
a ttitu d e of the grower tow ard the 
processor 
lias changed since Hie 
early days of the processing indus­ 
try. D uring the infancy of the in ­ 
dustry the buying of fru it by the 
processors am ounted to 
accepting 
produce which could not bo m a rk ­ 
eted through any other channels. 
Tills being the case, a m ajor p o r­ 
tion of the fruit brought to tile c a n ­ 
ning plants was of an inferior q u al­ 
ity. 
Buying Methods Change 
"As a last resort, after all other 
m ethods of disposing of the fru it 
h ad failed, it was taken to the p ro ­ 
cessor. 
"T he m ethod of buying apples by 
the 
processor 
in 
years 
past 
has 
lacked refinem ent. It was the p rac­ 
tice th e n to have the buyer go out 
to tile orchard, survey the crop and 
m ake the grower an offi r for his 
apples O r if this was not done, w hen 
the fruit arrived at Die processing 
phi ut tile load w as hurriedly ex­ 
am ined and the price set at the 
m om ent. Tile present day procedure 
em ployed by the m ajority of proces­ 
sors uses the services of a qualified 
governm ent inspector and the p u r­ 
chase of the fru it on a grade basis 
U nder th is m ethod the grower of 
good fru it is rew arded for his efforts 
while the farm er who sells inferior 
apples to the processor is not bene­ 
fited. 
Intermediary Bole 
T he rob of the processor has d e­ 
veloped into th a t of an interm ediary 
in the m arketing of fruit. U nder the 
existing system 
of supplying 
the 
tables of the nation, food can be 
brought to the consum er either as 
th'* raw produce or as a processed 
item . Actually the channels through 
w hich a raw or a processed product 
reaches the ultim ate consum er re ­ 
semble each other very closely. 
"E ach m ethod of m ark etin g has 
served to bring to the consum er food 
w hich is necessary for his livelihood. 
All of the fruit winch we grow can 
not be m arketed by raw fru it fruit 
brokers nor can all of it be cared 
for by processors but each by w ork­ 
ing in conjunction w ith th e other 
can bring a quality product to the 
consum er. 
"Tile im portance of supplying Hie 
processor as well as th e raw fru it 
buyer w ith good quality fru it cannot 
be over em phasized. 
Quality Benefits All 
"Let us assum e th a t the grower 
has taken good quality apples to 
th e processor. T hrough recent a d ­ 
vances in m odern food technology, 
this fru it can be brought to the 
consum er w ith its original goodness 
in tact. By virtue of being able to 
sell a quality product th e retailer 
can obtain a good 
price for his 
m erchandise and as a 
result tlx* 
higher price level will be reflected 
in th e growers* increased income. 
“In considering the cost of grow ­ 
ing th is good fruit, we will find th a t 
Hie ratio of expenditures to cash re ­ 
tu rn s is in favor of th e good fruit 
A lthough it m ay seem to cost more 
to grow quality fru it the retu rn s are 


greater so Hint actually it Is more 
profitable to grow a crop of good 
apple 
than a crop of Inferior qual­ 
ity. 
“However, in addition to growing a 
good crop, it is of equal im portance 
to exercise care in harvesting the 
fruit. Growers should be concerned 
with Hie proper handling of the 
fruit while it is being picked and 
placed in the 
field crates. 
Badly 
bruised fru it 111 m any cases is an 
indication of carelessness in peking 
or transportation. A lter the crop has 
been satisfactorily harvested, it is 
im portant that tile grower has con­ 
crete plans for Hie m aiketing of his 
crop 
PLiitninf Important 
"A procedure w hich m any progre s­ 
sive growers are using to advantage 
is to allot a specified portion of each 
year s crop to th e processor and a 
portion to Hie raw fruit m arket. In 
Uhs way tile buyer for Hie process­ 
ing plant cun m ake definite plans 
for obtaining hi* quota of fru it and 
the grower will know how 
m uch 
fruit lie will place on the raw fruit 
m arket. In following this plan the 
grower knows previously where his 
crop is going and w hat will be done 
with lf. Tills elim inates the danger 
of th e fruit ripening and going off 
grade while he decide-* how to dis­ 
pose of it Ripe apples are difficult 
to process and the fact th a t thr 
fruit is ripe can be detected w ith­ 
out difficulty at any step in the ca n ­ 
ning procedure. 
“It is only a m a tte r of tim e until 
Hie federal sta n d ard s for raw- fruit 
will be set to exclude over ripe and 
wormy apples from all grades of 
fruit offered to the proems ors. 
" It m ight be well at this tim e to 
discus* briefly some of the apple va­ 
rieties th a t are in dem and for Hie 
preparation of processed products In 
considering th is subject from Hie 
aspect of the processor, there are 
several factors w hich m ust tx* kept 
in m ind:
